SUBJECT POSSIBLE REFOULEMENT OP URUGUAYAN REFUGEES 

1. UNHCR OPPICIALS HAVE EXPRESSED 
CONCERN TO EMBASSY OPFICIALS HERE REGARDING 
POSSIBLE REFOULEMENT OP MORE THAN 21 URUGUAYAN 
REFUGEES. UNHCR HAS INPORMATION THAT ARGENTINE 
AUTHORITIES PERMITTED URUGUAYAN ARMY INTELLIGENCE 
OPERATIVES TO CNDUCT OPERATIONS IN BUENOS AIRES 

IN LATE DECEMBER AND JANUARY TO ARREST A NUMBER 
OP URUGUAYAN REFUGEES RESIDING IN ARGENTINA. 

UNHCR OPFICIALS SPECULATE THAT URUGUAYAN 
AUTHORITIES MAY BELIEVE THAT THESE INDIVIDUALS 
HAD CONNECTION WITH GRUPO ACCIONISTA UNIFICADO 
(GAU) WHICH HAS BEEN SUBJECT OF RECENT ANTI 
SUBVERSIVE EPPORT WITHIN URUGUAY. 

2. IN ONE CASE, WHICH UNHCR BROUGHT TO THE ATTENTION 
OP ARGENTINE POREIGN MINISTRY, FAMILY OF AN ABDUCTED 
URUGUAYAN REFUGEE WAS CONTACTED AND INFORMED THAT A 
PAYMENT OP US $8,000 WOULD INSURE THAT THE CAPTURED 
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PAMILY MEMBER WOULD BE ACQUITTED OP CHARGES OP SUBVERSION 
UPON HIS RETURN TO URUGUAY. 

3. UNHCR IS CONCERNED BY THE REFOULEMENT AND BY THE PACT 
THAT ARGENTINA AUTHORITIES PERMITTED URUGUAYAN SECURITY 
PORCES TO CNDUCT OPERATIONS IN BUENOS AIRES. THEY HAVE 
SUSPICIONS THAT THIS MIGHT BE A RETURN PAVOR FOR GOU CO 
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OPERATION IN THE CASE OF OSCAR RUBEN DE GREGORIO. 

4. THE UNHCR HAS PROTESTED A SIMILAR BUT ISOLATED CASE OF 
REFOULEMENT WHICH TOOK PLACE IN LATE 1977 TO ARGENTINE AND 
URUGUAYAN AUTHORITIES. THEIR PROTEST HAS RESULTED IN AN 
OFEICIAL lUDICIAL INQUIRY IN ARGENTINA AND AGREEMENT BY THE 
URUGUAYAN GOVERNMENT TO GRANT THE REFUGEE (NAME WITHHELD) 
WHO WAS FORCIBLY RETURNED TO URUGUAY PERMISSION TO BE 
RESETTLED AS A REFUGEE DIRECTLY FROM URUGUAY.
